(c) A minimum cruising speed of 180 miles per hont^nd 

(d) A minimum of four engines. ^ 

4. It is hereby expressly made clear that the Government will not grant any 
subsidy to any company which undertakes operation of, services to the above- 
places on the designated routes,

routes and desiring their claims to be considered by the Board should intimate 
their readiness to operate the above sendees in writing, to the Secretary, Air 
Transport Licensing Board, Talkafcora Road, New Delhi, on or before 10th 
December, 1948. —
